There’s good news for whooping crane lovers, bald 
eagle admirers, timber wolf aficionados and brown 
pelican buffs. 
The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service reports that 
whooping crane egg production this year exceeded all 
expectations and the outlook for the endnagered bird, 
which has 
ecome a symbol of the conservation 
movement, “has never been brighter. ’’ 
In all, there may be 1% whooping cranes in existence, 
including 19 in captivity at the Patuxent Wildlife 
Research Center in Laurel, Md. 
The FWS also reports that another national symbol, 
the bald eagle, is holding its own and may even be in­ 
creasing a bit. At least this is the case in Minnesota, 
which has more of the birds than any state outside 
Alaska. There are an estimated 3,000 bald eagles in the 
lower 48 states. 
Minnesota also has more timber wolves than any state 
except Alaska. The wolves are doing so well in Minnesota 
— there are about 1,200 of them— that they may be 
removed from the endangerted list and placed in the 
“threatened” category. Meanwhile, the animal is 
thriving in Alaska, where there are an estimated 10,000. 
Finally, according to the Audubon Society, the en­ 
dangered brown pelican is showing signs of “a strong 
comeback” along the Gulf Coast. This summer 34 young 
pelicans were fledged in two Texas colonies. In the 11 
years from 1964 through 1974, the total was only 40. 
The society believes the comeback is the delayed result 
of the ban on DDT and other long-lasting pesticides. The 
chemicals, which had infected the birds’ food chain, are 
gradually working out of the environment. 
All of which is encouraging, to be sure. But when we 
reflect that we are talking about wild animal populations 
in terms of a few dozen to a few housand, while the 
human population of the United States alone is growing 
past the 220-million mark, we realize that the struggle to 
save even a tiny place for our feathered and furred fellow 
creatures on this world will be a never-ending one.

The conference 
hashed five international»ses­ 
sions in three years, and 
nobody can safely predict that 
it will be able to reach agree­ 
ment when it convenes again 
in May. Although the negotia­ 
tions are extremely impor­ 
tant, they are complicated and 
not always interesting to the 
average citizen. 
If international agreement 
on how the nations of the world 
use the seas is not ultimately 
reached, the world eventually 
will find Itself in serious trou­ 
ble. Much of the argument 
concerns the exploitation of 
minerals on the ocean floor, 
an issue hardly conceived of a 
few years ago. Now, with 


deep-diving techniques, ex­ 
perience with oil rigs and the 
growing scarcity of minerals 
on land, mining the seabed is 
becoming increasingly attrac­ 
tive. But if we cannot agree on 
how and where it should be 
done, we will wind up with 
political chaos and ecological 
ruin. 
Several nations, including 
the United States and Canada, 
have already set up limits and 
licensing procedures to pro­ 
tect their fisheries. They can 
hardly be blamed for doing so, 
but it would be far better if 
these measures were reached 
through international negotia­ 
tion instead of by Unilateral 
edict. 
The oil-pollution threat is 
another area where the Law of 
the Sea Conference must act. 
It is obvious that the stan­ 
dards for building, manning 
and operating the world’s oil 
tankers leave a great deal to 
be desired. Hardly a week has 
gone by without a report of an 
oil spill in some part of the 
world. Here again the United 
States and other countries are 
being forced to act unilateral­ 
ly, although UN action to 
strengthen International law 
is clearly called for so that un­ 
safe ships and procedures 
may be prohibited. 
Elliot Richardson’s career 
as a public servant — as

On the oceans of the world 
the U.S. Navy and the growing 
Russian fleet of warships cir­ 
cle each other warily, each 
monitoring the other’s train­ 
ing maneuvers and alert to 
recover a sunken submarine 
or fighter plane dropped off a 
carrier deck to study the other 
side’s secret weaponry. 
Yet on the merchant marine 
side a new and somewhat 


unexpected era of peaceful co­ 
operation seems to be in the 
offing between the shipping in­ 
dustries of the two nations. 
The Russians have quietly 
made formal application to 
Join two international rate- 
setting conferences on North 
Atlantic shipping routes and 
are expected to extend their 
participation to other routes 
and other oceans. 
Heretofore the Soviet cargo 
ships have been something 
akin to predators on the 
world’s cargo lanes, cutting 
freight rates to levels 
uneconomic for their Western 
competitors in an effort to 
capture the market. But this 
has provoked a growing reac­ 
tion, with Congress threaten­ 
ing to deny U.S. trade to the 
Russians if they persisted. 
The U.S. Maritime Commis­ 
sion encouraged the Russians 
to seek respectability in world 
shipping circles by an enforce­ 
ment crackdown on the 
widespread practice of car­ 
riers’ rebating a part of posted 
tariffs to shippers. Challenges 
to the antitrust exemption 
granted the shipping industry 
by the U.S. also forced 
American shiplines to curtail 
their sharp practices and give 
the Soviets reasons to do 
likewise. 
Karl E. Bakke, Martime 
Commission chairman, con­ 
cedes that in July when the 
Russians said they would 
raise shipping rates to those of 
their lowest competitors, 
“quit« a few skeptics thought 
we were being rolled!” But the 
Russians, seeking a legitimate 
share of global sea commerce, 
have followed through on 
those intentions. 
Unfortunately this inclusion 
of the Soviets in the shipping 
conference agreements will 
have no immediate impact on 1 
their dispute with this country I 
over grain shipments to the I 
USSR. But the new climate of ■ 
conciliation in merchant 
marine activities generally is 
in marked contrast to the con­ 
frontation attitude between 
the two countries’ navies.

Is Cancsr Charge Headed 
In the Wrong Direction? 
by Jack Anderson 
and Les Whitten 
WASHINGTON - The Na­ 
tional Cancer Institute, 
which is waging the war on 
mankind’s most dreaded 
disease, may be leading 
the charge in the wrong 
direction. 
Although most cancer is 
caused by substances in 
the environment, leas than 
one-fifth of the institute’s 
1819-million budget is de­ 
voted to cancer préven­ 
tion. Congressional investi­ 
gators have concluded, 
therefore, that the giant 
institute is spending too 
much of its money looking 
for exotic cures. 
For example, the insti­ 
tute has spent nearly $25 
million on a program to 
develop "safer* cigarettes. 
"One might ask for an 
explanation in view of the 
unanimous opinion that 
smoking is related to 
cancer," declares a confi­ 
dential House memo pre­ 
pared for Rep. Andirew 
M a g u i r e , D - N . J . 
"Shouldn’t this cost be 
borne by the tobacco indus­ 
try?" 
The head of the safe 
cigarette program, Dr. Gio 
Gori, agreed that "any cig­ 
arette is hazardous... Our 
efforts to develop ciga­ 
rettes with less tar and 
nicotine may help the to­ 
bacco industry, but it will 
benefit the country's 56 
f 


million smokers more." He 
added that the institute is 
trying to develop drugs to 
help people stop smoking 
altogether. 
Meanwhile, the institute 
has not yet tested most of 
the 1,900 chemicals sus­ 
pected of causing cancer. 
It has completed only 13 of 
400 scheduled tests and is 
still working on such sub­ 
stances as cholesterol, cas­ 
tor Ml, Trie, saccharin, 
gum arable, cosmetics, 
acetic acid, pesticides and 
various food colorings. 
"We’ve been caught with 
our pants down," an insti­ 
tute spokesman confessed. 
"It takes time to test these 
new substances. We’re 
trying to catch up on the 
backlog," he explained. 
At the same time, the 
House memo states, "Envi­ 
ronmental research has 
been looked upon as sec­ 
ond-class research," and 
most private research 
funded by the institute has 
not focused on the environ­ 
mental causes of cancer.

Exports to Mideast grow 


WASHINGTON (A P) — After cooling off for two years, the 
Middle East is once again turning into a rapidly growing 
market for U.S. farm products, an Agriculture Department 
trade expert says. 
Farm exports to the Middle East are expected to be worth 
nearly $2.1 billion this year, up more than 50 per cent from 
about $1.37 billion in calendar 1976, according to John D. 
Parker Jr. of the department’s Economic Research Service. 
In an article in a newly published report, “ Foreign 
Agricultural Trade of the United States,” Parker also said 
U.S. farm exports to the region should continue to rise in 1978 
to a range of $2.6 billion to $3 billion. 


Farmers plan strike 


PLAINS, Kan. (A P) — The American Agriculture Move­ 
ment picked up more support for its proposed strike in a 
meeting of farmers Monday night in Plains, Kan. 
The meeting was held simultaneously with a similar 
meeting in Plains, Ga., although there were no indications 
the two groups had any contact with each other. 
Bob Durant, head of the movement office in Johnson, Kan., 
which is coordinating activities in Kansas, said the strike is 
set to begin Dec. 14 if farmers are not receiving parity prices 
of 100 per cent by then. 
Durant defined parity as “ the price the farmer receives for 
his product that would enable him to meet his costs, his labor 
and expenses and realize a reasonable profit.”
